Brume told of seeing Serantts Len- 
gel, deposed police chief of Canton 
at the store of Ben Rudner, one of 
the alleged conspirators, on two oc­ 
casions shortly b efore the killing. 
Brume, the last of more than fifty 
witnesses called hv the state in 
the 
week taken to present its evidence, 
said he saw Chief Lengel in AI assi- 
llon in June. The murder occurred 
July 1 (>. 
The witness’ testimony was b rief 
and the only point developed in 
tho 
cross questioning was that he 
had 
an argument with Rudner over po­ 
lice dogs since Rudner was arrested.

secretary, b ecause the president, J. 
F ran k AlePermond. Jr., turned tur ­ 
tle on, his program for the year and 
is now working with the memb ers of 
tlie association who tried to stop 
the work that AfeDermond started 
more than a year ago. 
“ Every statem ent that was made^* 
for ATeDermond in the prob e

authorized b y him either b y letter or 
b y phone, as we have witnesses

Hogs 
receipts of hogs on the elev- 
ncipal m arkets the first fifteen 
>f December were 100,000 less 
at tho same m arkets for 
the 
same period a year ago. The supply 
of «»old storage products 
and 
of 
lard has shown a decrease recently. 
These two facts would indicate 
a 
strong position in hog prices. How­ 
ever, there has been a falling off of 
eastern shipping demand and Chica­ 
go had the heaviest receipts on M on­ 
day for any one day since January 
of' this year. Monday and Tuesday 
showed a downward trend in price, 
hogs losing 50c in the two 
days. 
Much of this loss has been regained 
locally. The bulk of the hogs weigh­ 
ing from 120 to 300 lbs are bringing 
today $11.80. This, however, is 60c 
under the high day of last week— 
Monday December 6th. 
The quality of hogs 
coming 
to 
market at Indianapolis is ereeedingly 
good— com paratrielv few 
roughs; 
and tin* weight is increasing as the 
season advances; but with a smaller 
percentage of extreme heavy hogs. 
As a whole the hog market is 
en­ 
couraging to the feeder. 
Very few feeder pigs on the m ar­ 
ket and many of those that aVe here 
arc of doubtful quality.- 


Lambs 
The general market is having ex­ 
ceedingly heavy receipts of 
lambs 
with a big percentage of fed W est­ 
ern s. The local market has had 
the 
biggest sheep receipts 
of 
recent 
years with the local prices com par­ 
ing favorably with other 
markets, 
but the price generally 
is anything 
but comforting to the

By JOHN F. JOYCE 


At the request of many readers, I 


will, before passing to Orange town- 
ship, relieve the static of "a log ca- 
bin stood here" or "a 
log school 


house stood there," write the. com- 
plete story of the 
Swanson-Clark 


tragedy of October 4th, IKid. It was 
muster day and that night a goodly 
number assembled .at the store kept 
by John A mold (father 
of 
Dr. 


John) and spent the time in social 
chat and drinking Arnold's Monon- 
gahcJa, as Bourbon-was not invented 
then, nor was the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


•Kdward 1. Kwanson was a tenant 


of Arnold's and lived in a bouse a- 
buut twenty feet distant from 
Ar- 


nold's, which was used as store and 
as a residence, and separated from 
.Swansiui's by a board 
fence, 
in 


which was. a small gate. Along the 
we.st side of the store was a long 
porch extending about twenty 1'ect 
north of S'wanson's house. All oth- 
ers had left when Louis and Klisha 
Clark and Richard Blackledgc walk- 
ing abreast, along the porch to the 
road, were met by Kwanson, 
• who 


ad-bed their departure. Armed with 


a rifle, he stepped through the fate 
and 
without a word 
shot 
Elisha 


l'lark, who was walking in the mid-1 
lie, Klaekledge and 
Louis 
Clark 


seized Swanson and a terrific strug- 
gle followed 
joined 
in by 
1'ully 


Swanson and Mrs, Robert Cruzan. 
Getting free, Swauson picked up his 
wife and passed through the gate, 
while Blackledge and Louis 
Clark 


picked up Klisha and carried him in- 
to Arnold's kitchen and laid him on 
a table. -He was shot through 
the 


heart and after a few gasps , and 
iinviilsive 
shudders 
was dead. 


Spreading the alarm was a 
very 


dangerous thing, as.no one knew 
who else was marked for death, by 
Swanson, who nover forgave

forgot. Swanson

feelings toward Arnold because

could not get a new lease ' of the 
farm. Fear of beinff waylaid 
was 


well founded, for as his son 
(Dr 


John) then a boy of thirteen, ran 
through the woods to notify his un- 
cle Isaac be heard the cracking of 
brush but passed on unharmed. ' He 
stopped at John MungePs but he 
would not: turn out until the boy had 
rone to his uncle's. Isaac Arnold and 


hired man with the boy and l^nn- 


gel returned to the store,' to find 
that Blackledge had gone to George 
Zion's, where there was a

Soon the whole neighborhood was, 


alarmed and gathered at ^tlic store. 
Clark's wife and six daughters were

was a brother-in-law of the

Stanley Cooper. He was_a military 
man and organized a'troop, of caval- 
ry called the light horse troops and 
drilled in the pasture field

Perkins Corner.. 
His troops made a dashing appear- 


ance, with hear skin caps, (riming 
in yellow sashes,, buckskin .breeches 
and long sabers.,'He and four oJh<?rs. 
enlisted in the Black Hawk war 
in 


1832 and- served a. ytear. Jjteturninp 
h'e moved to Danury, Georgia, wjiere 
he died in 18S4. In 1826 he was De- 
lected sheriff of Kus.h veoun.ty .and 
was in charge of Swanson's cxecu- 
tion.But to return to^..our; subject, 
Swauson was kept in-jail until April 
9th, 
1829 when he went '\: to' trial

1 got 
uiyylescription of this incident from 
Uncle George \V. Kiplinger, who was 
one of the guards on that day and 
was quite an old man when he told 
me the story fifty-four years ago. 


Arriving at the scaffold the pris- 


oner was pinioned, the noose

driven away. The body swung con- 
vulsively for some minutes and then 
was still except 
for 
spasmodic 


shudders as he slowly strangled

v Thousands 


had witnessed the first and last exe- 
cution in Rush county. The cause of 
this murder was traced to remarks 
made by Elisha Cla^-k, 
concerning 


Mrs. 
Cnizan. It seems some scandal 


attached to her name 
before 
her 


marriage and Clark was accused of 
spreading the report. Swanson who 
was a friend of Robert Cruxan swore 
he would kill Clark and he did. Be- 
fore his death Swanson, who did not 
fear death, feared his body would 
be Tiscd after death for anatomical 
purposes and had sworn David Loo- 
ncy, John Hughs and Lewis Smith to 
secretly' bury it and when 
taken 


from the scaffold 
Hiey 
put it 
in 


Smith's wagon and took it to Loon- 
ey's house, from where they took, it 
after midnight to a clearing 
and 


buried it in a deep gr'ave, piling a 
huge heap of brush over it, 
then 


burning the brush heap with many 
others near by. Bo that nrf one would 
ever,know the spot where it sleeps 
and like the grave' of
